Based upon the findings of the 
Queensland Royal Commiasfon of 
Enquiry into the circumstances 
attending the purchase of ‘the 
Mungana (Chillayoe) Mines by 
the Queensland: Labour Govern- 
ment when Mr. Edward G.

LEAGUE'S. ELEVENTH 
YEAR. 


The League of Nations, establish- 
ed under the Peace Treatics, han 
just completed cleven years of its 
work. On the whole, ita eleventh 
year, 1930-31, was a quiet period: 
that is to say, no dramatic threats 
to the pence of the world demand- 
ed the League’s intervention. In 
spite of considerable political un- 
rest not unconnected with the gen- 
eral economle depression, the world 
as 2 whole is more stable than im- 
medately after the Great War, In 
Europe the Balkans, in particular, 
have belied their reputation of be- 
ing the powder magazine by setting 
an good oxnmple to the rest of the 
world. In addition to the trenty 
of friendship between Greece and 
Turkey, the first pan-Balkan  con- 
ference ut Athens made a scrious 
‘attempt to promote, goodwill. 

With an unuaually small amount 
of emergency work to perform, tho 

League of Nations was able to 

settle down to the more humdrum 
_ but vastly Important job of build- 

ing for the future. The Princo of 
Wales pointed out, Inst autumn, 
‘that “the way to prevent: war is 
not by some sudden and violent ac- 
tion at the eleventh hour, but by 
the gradual, and steady formation 
of habits of international co-opera- 
‘tion and mutual trust”. Nobody 
can estimnte in concrete terms the 
value of the regular meetings be- 
tween the world’s lending states- 
men which, as a consequence of the 
existence, of the League, have ‘be- 
come « normal feature of modern 
diplomacy. Apart from the Coun- 
cil meetings and special - League 
conferences, no fewer than fourteen 
Prime Ministers and twenty-two 
Foreign Minister’ were among the 
delegates from fifty-two countrics 
who attended the annual League 
Assembly at Geneva In September. 
This Assembly proved ‘notable be- 
jcause of the contacts established 
jpebwrcen the British Empire and 
ie Lengue.

Valu- 
noble results have attended the 
League's enquiry into the best 
methods of the use of radium, and 
at the September Assembly tho 
Australian delegate also paid 
tribute to its enquiry into health 
conditiona in certain Pacific islands, 
Good work has also been ‘done in 
connexion with malaria and sleep- 
ing sickness, and leprosy js now, re- 
ceiving expert study. China and 
Bolivia are the Inteat. countrics 
whose appeals for the re-organisa- 
tion of their public health services 
are being answered by the League. 

The League's fight against the 
opium traffic received considerable 
‘publicity owing to the many huge 
reizures of dangerous drugs which 
were made in different parts of 
the world during the latter half of 
the year. One blow at tho white 
sinve traffic, reported from the 
Argentine, waa the discovery of an 


‘organisation of 700 persons trad-- 


ing in women and children. The 
Lengue also agreed to.take up the 
question of penal reform. Ita 
huge scheme for the settlement of 
more than a million destitute re+ 
fugees In Greece cnme to a Buc- 
cessful conclusion with the close of 
1930.

Mr. A. Gould, ship's oflicer, said 
the defendants were discovered 
two days after the vessel left 
Shanghai, ‘Phey were made to do 
some work, but before the vessel 
reached Hongkong they. hid them- 
selves again and it took five hours 
to discover them. 

A fine of 350 or one month's im- 
prisonment was imposed.

BRITISH MISSION IN 
CANTON. - 


VISITS PAID TO THE COTTON 
: MILLS. ; 


: Canton, Fob. 9. 

Arriving here this morning, 
members of the British Economic 
Mission to the Far East lost no 
jtime in beginning the extensive 
programme that, has been mapped 
out for them for thelr three days’ 
stay. Business men of the -city 
have co-operated with the British 
Consulate-Goneral. In assisting tha 
Mission In its task, and the mem- 
bers found a full day in front of 
them when they stepped off the 
bont this morning. . . 

Every member of the Mission is 
‘at present in Canton, the bulk of 
them shaving come down ‘on the 
Langshan on Sunday night. 
Among those who met the bont 
were Mr. Herbert Phillips, the 
Consul-Gencral, and Messrs, A: A. 
L. Tuson, R.A. Hall, E. W. Jeffory 
and R. F. Daffern of the Consulate, 
and members of the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce Including Messrs, 
G. M. D. D. Wolf (ehairman), 
C. E. Watson (secretary), E. R. 
Hil, H. M. Webb, and H. 8S. 
Kavarana, Among the city's busl- 
ness men were Mesars. A. T. Lay 
(Manager of Reiss, Masacy & Co.), 
R. K. Bachelor (Chairman of the 
Municipal Council and director of 
Dencons, Limited), and H. F. 
Campbell (Manager of Shewan. 
Tomes and Co.). 

Also present were representa- 
tives of the Provincial and Mili- 
tary Governors, and Mr. Liang 
Chik-wai of the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce nnd Mayor’a Office. 

Official Calls, 

While leaders of the Mission 
paid calla on His Excellency 
Marshal Chan Ming-shu (Provin- 
cial Governor), members of 
the Cotton Mission were taken 
to the various cotton and 
woo! mills In the city. Those 
paying the official visit were Sir 
Ernest Thompson, Sir Thomas 
Allen and Measrs. FL W. Birch- 
enough, Joseph Wild and T. St. 
Quinton Hill, and they wero ac- 
companied by Mr. Herbert Phillips. 

Observations made on_ their 
visits to milla in- the North were 
confirmed by the members who 
toured the factories. They occu- 
pied the whole marning making 
extensive enquiries in the mills 
where yarn was being turned out 
into the: finished article. From 
observations and questions it was 
obvious that the Mission members 
noted the large percentage of 
cheaper Shanghai yarn being used 
there in preference to the British 
product. They asked many ques- 
tions concerning exchange, and 
while being careful enough not to 


commit themselves, their lengthy 


queries on this subject indicate 

that it will occupy some space in 

their report. 5 
Informal Reception. 

Members of the British Chamber 
of Commerce were afforded the op- 
portunity of meeting the Mission 
at an informal reception arranged 
at the Canton Club before tiffin. 
The discussion there was mostly 
technical, and wae continued in 
the afternoon at the office of Reiss, 
Maasey & Co. : 

The British Consul-General en- 
tertained the Mission at tiffin, and 
the party split up in the afternoon, 
some keeping appointments with 
dealers und the remainder being 
taken in hand by the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce. 

To-night the Mission is due at 
an official dinner boing given at 
Government House by Marshal 
Chan Ming-shu. 

Chinese to Entertain. 

Except for three official func- 

tions, the remainder of the Mis- 
sion’s stay in Canton will bo de- 
voted entirely to their investiga- 
tiona, 
+ The Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce will entertain members at 
tiffin to-morrow, while the Consul- 
General and Mrs. Phillips have 
arranged a reception at-the Con- 
sulate in the evening. 

Luncheon on Wednesday will be 
tnken as guests of the Mayor of 
Canton, Mr. Lin Wen-kai, ut Toi 
Sze Yunon, Tangshan, and the party 
will leave for Hongkong by tiain 
in the afternoon.

Shanghal, Feb. 9. 

Commenting on the  construc- 
tion of a free-port at Chungshan, 
Mr, Tang Shao-xf said that while 
he was in Nanking’ he conferred 
with Mesars, Sun Fo and Wu Te- 
chen, members of the Committee 
controlling affairs pertaining to 
the construction of the port.

DEBT REPUDIATION 


DENOUNCED. 


"MR. LANG IN MINORITY 
OF ONE. 


AUSTRALIAN CRISIS. 


nee - Canberra, Feb, 9.. 
Each of the State Premicrs at the 
Premiers’ Financial Conference 
repudiated the proposals of Mr. 
Lang, the Premlor of ‘New Soyth 
Wales, involving the suspensfon of 
the intorest on debts to Britatn, 
tho cutting of interest on all the 
governments’ borrowings, and_ the 
abandonment of the gold standard. 
Mr. Theodore, the Federal Trea- 
curer, and Mr. Scullin, the Federal 
Promler, described the proposals as 
asking for a deliberate default. 

Referring to Mr, Lang’s threat 
that he would enforce his proposals 
{n New South Wales, Mr. Theodora 
warned Mr. Lang that If one 
State walked alone, the whole lot 
would zo down together. 

Mr. Scullin stressed. that the 
Commonwealth: meant to honour its 
pblivations, Repudintion of  de- 
fault would lead to-panic, chaos and 
financial crnuh. He urged the Con- 
ference to consider the middle 
course between cutting wages and 
repudiation of debta, 


Mr, Lang’s Plan. 


Mr. Lang had submitted the 
following plan. In the first 
the Australian Govern- 
ment should pay no further’ in- 
terest to) the British bondholders 
until, Britain deala with Australin’s 
war debt in a similar manner to 
that wherein Britain. settled her 
debt'with the United Statcs. 

Sccondly, the interest on all Gov- 
ernment borrowings should be re- 
duced to‘three per cent. 

Thirdly, the Commonwealth Gov- 
criment should immediately aban- 
don the present gold standard and 
substitute a currency based on 
Australia’s wealth, to be termed a 
“now gold standard.” 

Mr. Lang declared that New 
South Wales had decided to adopt 
the plan where it applied, irrespec- 
tive of the decision of the con- 
ference, | : 

Mr. Lang ‘further declared that 
if his plan weré adopted millions of 
pounds now sent overseas would be 
released for circulation in Australia 
and the consequence would be the 
fall of intorest rates all over the 
Commonwealth; which would givo 
new life to industry and cause a 
rapid absorption of the unemploy: 
ed. Conliicses Australia would 
be restored wise her dependence 
on the outside world would be re- 
duced to arminimum. .. *
